INCORPORATION. 

The advent of a railway Into the Edmonton 
district cannot be many years distant, and 
if the information published by the Railway 
Age of Chicago, which is the best authority 
on Railway matters in America, is to be 
relied on, there is a probability of one reach- 
ing the North Saskatchewan by Christmas of 
1890, and almost a certainty of one being 
here in two years. Of course in figuring on 
the building of a railway, or the movements 
of railway companies there is always a large 
amount of uncertainty to be taken into 
consideration, and many possibilities, any 
one of which might materially alter the 
prospects. One of these has been the way in 
which local companies have in the past 
gambled with the charters, and endeavored 
to enrich themselves iu this way, rather than 
by building the roads and making their 
profits by their earnings. The fact that the 
C. P. R. is now extending branch lines 
north of the main line and putting such 
energy into their work, is evidence that they 
at any rate believe that the other road or 
roads projected in this direction mean busi- 
ness, The report recently published in the 
public press that the Dominion government 
will forbid the Northern Pacific entering the 
territories is no doubt false. The lesson 
taught them in Manitoba a year ago will not 
be 80 soon forgotten. They have now admit- 
ted this foreign corporation into the country 
and it would be something they dare not do, 
even if they had the desire, to confine them 
to the province of Manitoba. After their 
experience ofa year ago they ere not likely 
to provoke another disturbance by refusing 
a railroad entry into a district of the Terri- 
which is as yet unsettled and from which, 
owing to its isolation, very little if any 
direct benefit have been received. if the 
Northern Pacifico apply for a charter and 
land grant it will likely get it, and if they 
are refused, it will doas much to arouse the 
West to secure for themselves responsible 
koverument and provincial powers, which 
will carry with it the right to charter lines 
of railway within its boundary, as the dis- 
allowance of local charters did in rousing the 
people of Manitoba to demand free trade in 
railways, a deinand that was, even though 
reluctantly, acceded to. It is possible how- 
ever that under pressure from the C. p. R 
the authorities may hamper and retard in 
eyery way the Northern Pacificfor a sutiici- 
ent length of time to allow the former road 
to build their line into and along the 
Saskatchewan River country and secure this 
territcry as far as it can for itself. But even 
though this should be done the country is 

too large and fertile in natural richness and 
products to make it possible for one railway 
line to serve it and following hard on its 
heels will be anothor, made necessary by the 
needs of the army of settlers who will come 
n with „ road! In any event however the 
O. P. R. will be hurried through and railway 
facilities given to this country in the near 
future. Tho vital question to this town will 
be, after a railway is assured, where will it 
cross the river, down from Edmonton, at this 
point or above. There is no use shutting our 
eyes to the possibility of Edmonton being 
left some miles from the track. It is true 
we have influential men, wealth, and all the 
Claims that a district metropolis can put 
forward, and they may Secure what we want. 
The river ean be crossed at almost any point 
on it, a road will cost but little more to 
build throuch the Beaver hills than on the 
Preirie, besides the advantages of having 
plenty of good tamber for ti 
Poles on each side of the lit

An in- 
corporated town would certainly have more 
influence and could hold out much better 
inducements and represent the state of 
affairs much better than a settlement lack - 
ing in organization. Besides there are 
many other advantages to be derived from 
be coming incorporated, principal among 
which would be in seu ing some system of 
fire protection, of which there is now 
absolutely none, nor is there likely to be 
until the place becomes organized into a 
town. It may appear premature to bring this 
question forward, with the railroad still 
hundreds of miles away, and a winter season 
intervening, butas ittakes sometime to 
incorporate a town and get things after the 
incorporation, in working shape, it might be 
wise to begin making all necessary arrange- 


ments now and so be ready when the time 
does come.

It prohibits persons practising dentis- 
try without having a certificate, signed by 
the clerk of the assembly, to be granted only 
to properly qualified persons, on the pay- 
ment ofa fee of $25, or $6 if applicant is a 
practising dentist in the Territories. No 
certificate is required for merely pulling 
teeth. The design of the bill is to protect 
resident dentists against men who come 
through the country without spending any 
thing in it.

The following is a fairly correct report of the 
speech made by the junior member for 
Edmonton, on the dual language resolution. 
Mr. Oliver thought it unfortnnate that the 
discussion should have taken such a wide 
range. There was no nevessity to go to the 
extreme which was gone to in this resolu- 
tion. He referred to the agitation in 
Eastern Canada and said the introduction of 
this question now would naturally lead to 
the conclusion that it had some connection 
with that agitation with which he for one 
did not agree. He would give his reasons 
for his vote, which would be for the resolu- 
tion. The clause mentioned therein was an 
injury because it imposed certain restrictions. 
It made it necessary to use the French 
language whether it was necessary or not. 
If there was any intention to have a siap ac 
any portion of his countrymsn, he repudiat- 
ed it, and if he thought that was the object 
in passing the resolution he would vote 
against it. It was in the highest degree 
necessary that every nationality should have 
the fullest confidence in the good will of the 
majority. The assembly was the best judge 
as to whether the expenditure was necessary 
and it should be in their power to control it. 
The resolution was ordered to be engross- 
ed and transmitted to Ottawa,

METEOROLOGICAL. 


Weather report for week ending Saturday 
morning, November 16th, 1889. Reported for 
the BuLLEerin by Mr. Alexander Taylor, obser- 
ver at Edmonton, 


and the house of commons, praying for the 


amendment of the Northwest Territories 
Act, by repealing that portion of sub-section 
1 of section 14 after the word ‘‘educate.” 
The portion of the clause not to be repealed 
reads, The lieutcnant governor in council 
shall pass all necessary ordinances in 
respect to education. The remainder of the 
clause provides that certain matters must be 
arranged for, such asthe majority of rate 
yers necessary to form a district, the 
evying of taxes, etc., and also tor the forma- 
tion of miniority schoolsto be known as 
Protestant or Roman Catholic separate 
school. These specifications are asked to be 
repealed. Mr. Richardson in moving it 
said, he did so with a view only to the 
assembly having a voice in the making of its 
constitution. At the next session of parlia- 
mont there would be serious charges as far 
as the Northwest was concerned, and it was 
very advisable that the assembly should 
express themselves as to some changes 
which they would like to have enacted, All 
they wanted was the power to deal with the 
matter, Mr. Justice Rouleau said that 
perhaps the mover of the resolution did not 
consider the difficulties of the question, the 
rotection of the minority. He instanced 
ew Brunswick to show the difficulties met 
with as a change of government meant a 
change of law And the Dominion govern- 
ment would be placed by the assembly in 
the same po ition as New Brunswick had 
laced it, He was speaking as interpreting 

e feelings of the minority. This resolution 
should not be passed unless an extraordinary 
state of things was known to exist. The
